Road Names and Good Grammar 
When the show area for Phase 6 of Bar Hill was completed, the developers erected 
signs that referred to it as the "Fox Hollow Show Area", The name stuck, and 
eventually the road became Fox Hollow, rather than Appletree Drive as originally 
proposed. What is puzzling me is the reason for spelling Fox Hollow as a single 
word in the Newsletter and all official communications. This is ungrammatical since 
we do not in general run attribute and noun together in English; furthermore, it 
always was Fox Hollow originally. Other members of the Bar Hill rural menagerie 
look alien when run together: Pheasantrise, Otterclose, Partridgedrive (what next, 
one wonders, Rabbitwarren?) The single-word format is confusing when giving the 
address in shops or over the telephone. J hope that when the road signs are i ~— 
finally erected this egregious error will be corrected.

Parish Council Report 


Trees: the batch of 20 trees provided by the County Council were planted alongside 
the perimeter road early in January by members of the Council and Nr. Page. 


Signs The Council has approached the County Council asking for a review of the 
increasing number of signs along the approaches to Bar Hill, with the aim of getting 
the number reduced. 


Phone Boxes The Council is pressing for the existing Phone Box to be repaired and 
re-sited in a better lit place. 


Playgroup Hut The Council accepted the one tender received. 


Rents The Housing Finance Act - Rent Allowance Scheme. From lst January 1973 
tenants of privately furnished dwellings will be able to clain allowances from 
Chesterton R.D.C. towards their rent in the same way that tenants of Council Houses 
may claim a rent rebate. Forms setting out the details are posted on the Parish 
Council Notice Board and may be obtained from 2 Acorn Avenue. 


Q The next meeting of the Parish Council will be held on Tuesday, 6th February in 
the School at 8 p.m. The meeting will be open to all residents and there will be 
time at the end of the mecting to ask questions of the Council.

The Residents Association goes Public! As reported in the last Newsletter, the 
Committee have been considering the possibility of holding Open Committee Meetings. 
We have now decided to try these for a period, and the first will be held on Friday, 
16th February at 8 p.m. in the School. Members of the Residents Association are 
invited to attend. If you have a matter to raise for the agenda, this should be in 
the hands of ne of the committee before the 9th February. If there is time, we 
will hold a "post-mortem" at the end of the meeting to discuss this and future 
meetings.

Keymarkets The Keymarkets management have now declined our offer to hold a neeting 
between themselves and residents to discuss shopping problems. We feel that perhaps 
the best way of approac*ing this now is to say that, if residents have suggestions 
to make regarding the service given, they should communicate direct with Nr. Hurd, 
the Manager, er write to me so that I can forward your letter with a covering note 
to the Keymarkets Head Office at Ilford, Essex. 


Paths and Jighting Work has now started in relaying paths and erecting odditional 
lamp-posts - at last. we have been promised that this will bo completed by the enq 
of March. 


Rates Follewine an inlorviow with the Valuation Officer at Bronklands Avenne, the 
following will answer nost of the points raised at the A.G.M. 

(1) The Rateable Value is fixed by the Valnation Officer, who is appointed 
by the Commissioners of Inland Revenue, and is not employed by the local Council. 

(2) The Rateable Value is derived from an assessment of the Rental Value, i.e., 
the figure at which it would let from year to year on the open market (irrespective 
ef whether it is owner-occupied or not). 

(3) The Rental Value assessed by the Valuation Officer is called the gross 
value. It assumes that the tenant pays the rates and the landlord pays the cost of 
repairs, insurance and maintenance. a deduction to allow fur the annual cost of 
these, but on a fixed scale, is then made, to arrive at the net annual value which 
is the Rateable Value. It is on this that the rates ave calculated. 
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(4) The Valuation Officer takes into account any feature which influences the 
rental value, such as position, age, tyre and size, when assessing the property. 
(a) Roads, footpaths and lighting: a pudnebion in the vriginal assessment 
would be made if they were not to be available in the fores ~ ble future. 
(b) Low-flying aircraft, muddy roads, danayed footpaths, alterations to 
walls and fences (thereby obstructig one's wien), are not considered cause 


for rate reduction. 
(c) Developers' traffic, huts, caravans, etc., are to be expected on 


development sites at least until the scheduled completion date for the project. 

(d) Cases have been presented to the Local Valuation Court by residents 
citing these and other technicalities, but the.original assessments have been upheld 
and the appeals rejected. 


In conclusion, the committee have decided, taking this information into 
consideration, that we do not have grounds for appeal as an Assuciation. If, 
however, anyone wishes to pursue personal enquiries, the Valuation Officer would be 
pleased to armwer any further questions. Finally, it would appear from information 
received that allowing for the Parish Council levy on current rates, that we are one 
of the lowest rated villages *~ the County! 


Speed Limits Althcugh the speed-limit signs at the junction with the A604 are not 
legally enforceable, we would request that residents drive with due care and attention 
on the Village's internal roads.
